The biggest items on the warrant for 
April Town Meeting are school items, specif- 
ically five different articles asking for a total 
of $22.24 million for construction for new 
classrooms. Fortunately, not all five 
requests will make it to the floor of Town 
Meeting. 

Which of the five articles, if any, makes it 
to Town Meeting depends on what the 
School Building Committee and the School 
Committee decide between now and April. 

The five articles include a request for 
$9.52 million for additions to South and San- 
born elementary schools to bring them up to 
current building codes, and another seeks 
$900,000 to bring the same two schools up to 
educational parity. A third article asks for 
$7.5 million to build a new elementary school 
and a fourth asks for $10.92 million for all 
three, build a new elementary school and 
make all the improvements at South and 
Sanborn. A fifth article asks for $400,000 for a 
feasibility study for remodeling and making 
additions to the Andover High School.

Someone is taking her recycled papers

A Tewksbury Street resident expressed 
concern last week that someone apparently 
is taking her recyclable newspapers before 
the town’s recycling contractor picks them 
up. 


Nancy Soucy, of 91 Tewksbury St., said 
she and her husband, Roger, have noticed 
recently that when they put their recyclables 
out the night before the scheduled collection, 
the newspapers are gone in the morning 
before the Waste Management collection 
truck has come by to take them. A couple of 
her neighbors have noticed the same thing. 


Ms. Soucy was worried the paper thief 
might be costing the town money. But Den- 
nis Sheehan, administrator at Andover’ s 
Department of Public Works, said that isn’t 


“It’s been removed from the waste 
stream,” Mr. Sheehan said. “Our goal is 
achieved. It’s just that Waste Management 
doesn’t get it.” 


Newspaper only sells for a couple of dol- 
lars a ton, according to Mr. Sheehan, so he 
said he doubts that profit is the motive. 
Rather, he said it is probable that someone is 
using the paper for bedding for animals, or 
another such purpose. 


Bill Hames, dispatcher at Waste Manage- 
ment in Londonderry, N.H., where Andover’s 
recyclables end up, said his company has not 
noticed any problem with newspapers in 
Andover. But in Hudson, N.H., where Waste 
Management collects white goods such as 
stoves and refrigerators, someone has been 
taking those items, presumably to repair or

Lt. Mooers’ trial delayed

The trial of former Andover 
Police Lt. Donald Mooers Jr., 
charged with incest, is scheduled 
to begin Monday, March 1, in 
Lawrence Superior Court.

The prosecutor agreed to Mr. 
Hourihan’s request that the 
defense be allowed to review psy- 
chiatric records of the alleged 
victim, and both attorney’s 
agreed that the March 1 date 
should be honored for a start 
date. Mr. Duncan asked for a

firm date because the victim is 
out of town and will have to be 
flown in for the trial. Mr. Dun- 
can told the judge he expects the 
trial to last two or three days. 

Mr. Mooers, 51, of Hampton, 
N.H., was dressed in a suit and 
overcoat and appeared fit. He 
said he is not working and that 
he spends a lot of his time exer- 
cising. He also said that this past 
year has been extremely difficult 
and he is anxious to get the trial 
over with. 


Mr. Mooers was a 23-year vet- 
eran of the Andover Police 
Department when he abruptly 
retired on Dec. 17, 1991, one day 
before he was secretly indicted 
on six charges of incest. Mr. 
Mooers was arraigned on Jan. 6, 
1992, and is free on his personal 
recognizance.

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Permit parking could ease 
squeeze downtown 


By Don Staruk 

Employees in Andover’s downtown will 
have a new option for parking when a permit 
parking program goes into effect March 1. 

Selectmen last week approved a plan to 
offer monthly parking permits to employees 
in an effort to ease the parking problems 
along Main Street. A trial permit program 
offered for the month of December was very 
successful, according to Len Wilson, chair- 
man of the Central Business District Com- 
mittee, which made the proposal. 


The intent of the permit program is to free 
up parking spaces for customers in front of, 
or closer to stores by moving employees’ cars 
to more remote spaces in municipal lots. 

The town will offer 50 permits for all-day 
parking in the two municipal lots, at Park 
Street Village and Olde Andover Village, 25 
designated spaces in each. They will be avail- 
able only to employees who work in the 
downtown on a first-come, first-serve basis, 
and the program will be reviewed after one 
year. 


The permits will cost $15 a month with a 
three-month minimum purchase. Motorists

Selectmen and Central Business District 
Committee members were not sure whether 
the designated permit spaces would be off 
limits to non-permit holders 24 hours a day, 
or whether permit holders would have to be 
in the spaces by a certain time of day in order 
to be guaranteed a space.

And Selectman 
William Downs was concerned about taking 
those 50 four-hour parking spaces away from 
the general public who now use them. Mr. 
Downs was the sole dissenter in the 4-1 select- 
men vote,

New business 


Architectural design firm 
plans fo save you money 


By Don Staruk 

Gerard Welch hopes that helping 
home builders save $30,000 or $40,000 
will bring him their business. 

Mr. Welch, of 104 Main St., built 
houses in Andover for the last dozen 
years as a partner with Picwel 
Builders Inc. Now, after a setback, 
caused by the recession, forced Picwel 
out of business, Mr. Welch has started 
over and opened his own architectural 
design and building consulting firm. 

“I’m trying to get a new start in 
town after being here a long time,” 
Mr. Welch said in his office one day 
last week. “I’m doing architectural 
design and something a little different: 
I’m doing building consultiyg. It’s a 
cross between building a house your- 
self and hiring a builder to build it.” 

He is hoping to find a niche in the 
residential market by helping prospec- 
tive homeowners build their own 
homes, rather than their paying top 
dollar to have a contractor do work he 
says many people can do themselves, 
if they have the time. 

The builder, or general contractor, 
generally charges a fee of about 25 to 
30 percent of the actual cost to build 
the home. Approximately 80 percent of 
that fee is for administrative work, 
such as calling around to check prices, 
finding supplies or lining up subcon- 
tractors. 

“Tf a homeowner has the time to do 
that, I provide the other 20 percent, 
which is the expertise,” Mr. Welch 
said. 

He charges 5 to 10 percent of what it 
costs to build the home. For a home 
that costs $200,000 to build, a general 
contractor would usually charge about 


$50,000 to $60,000. With the homeowner 
doing a lot of the running around, Mr. 
Welch can do the same job for $10,000 
to $20,000. 

“The difference is $40,000 if they 
have some time to put in.” 

The cost really depends on how 
much help the homeowner needs. 

“T’yve done a couple where I go out to 
the house every day or maybe twice a 
day.” 

He’ll make a list of chores for the 
home owner to complete as construc- 
tion goes along, such as ordering cabi- 
nets or other materials, and will set 
them up with a list of subcontractors 
to use and tell them when it’s time to 
do the next task. 

“You can build a house yourself. 
What you’re missing is the expertise, I 
think it’s a good way to get a quality 
house built. I see where people are try- 
ing to save some costs building a 
house and this is just an alternative 
way to do it, if they have some time. 
You can save thousands of dollars by 
being your own general contractor.” 

The 1977 graduate of Fitchburg 
State College has a bachelor’s degree 
in industrial arts. He taught architec- 
tural design and construction at Dra- 
cut High School for four years before 
becoming a builder himself in 1981. 

“T’ve done all the architectural 
design for all the Picwel homes over 
the last 12 years.” 

That’s about 300 houses. 

“T designed all the houses on Fair- 
way Drive. I did all the houses on 
Seten Circle.” 

Robert Urich rented one of Mr.

to’s shaped but uncooked. They are then 
baked on the premises daily. 

“What we try to do is make small batches. 
That way we can keep giving people hot 
bagels,” Max said. “And we can toast them if 
you'd like.” 

They also have nine different bagel 
spreads, including flavored cream cheeses. 

“We're going to have croissant sandwich- 
es and bagel sandwiches starting Monday,” 
Max Gabriello said Friday. 

“We'll be doing a lot with coffees too, 
gourmet coffees. We're going to do espresso 
and cappuccino,” his brother said. 

They have six different flavors of coffee,

Balmoral Street and Burnham Road to 
the school department to be used as a 
site for the new elementary school, if 
and when such a proposal is approved. 

The School Committee covered all 
its bases by putting the various options 
on the warrant, knowing it could with- 
draw any or all of the requests before 
Town Meeting.

Other articles 

Town Meeting is scheduled for Mon- 
day, April 12. The warrant includes 61 
articles, 25 of which are private articles 
submitted by residents. The remaining 
are town sponsored articles. The arti- 
cles have not yet been organized as to 
what order they will appear at town 
meeting, but preliminary numbers, 
designated by a ‘P’ have been assigned 
to them for discussion purposes. 

¢ Conservation land — P18 asks for 
$1 million to purchase conservation 
land. Approval does not mean the town 
will run out the day after Town Meet- 
ing and blow the million bucks to buy a 
remote field, and there are no plans at 
present to spend the million dollars in 
the next year. 

What it does is authorize the town to 
borrow the money needed, up to $1 mil- 
lion, to buy conservation land or open 
space if a desirable piece of property 
becomes available for sale. “Desirable” 
property might be for protection of the 


land itself or the water under or near 
it. The purchase of a specific piece of 
property would still be subject to 
approval by the Board of Selectmen. 
Approval would free up the town to 
negotiate for property without worry 
about calling a special town meeting 
for approval if a deal can be struck and 
time is a factor. No money is currently 
approved for this purpose. 

* Outdoor facilities — P17 asks for $1 
million for the construction and recon- 
struction of outdoor recreational and 
athletic facilities, and for paving and 
repaving parking lots. Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski is encouraging 
neighborhood groups that have a pro- 
ject in mind to get involved and help 
the town do the work so more projects, 
such as playground and ballfield 
upgrades, can get done with this mon- 
ey. [See related article on page 1.] 

* Dogs - Approval P27 and P28 
would raise the fees and fines resulting 
from bylaw infringements by dogs and 
their owners. P27 proposes to retain 
the same $25 administrative fee for 
impounded dogs, but raise the maxi- 
mum daily boarding fee that can be 
charged from $7 to $12. The fees won’t 
go up now, but changing the bylaw will 
allow the town to bill up to the $12 if 
and when fees are raised in the future. 
The proposal would also allow charg- 
ing a $40 fee for distemper vaccina- 
tions, which the Andover Animal Hos- 
pital, where impounded dogs are held, 
now gives to all dogs brought in, to pro- 
tect other animals in the kennel. 
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P28 would change the fines for dog: 
related bylaw violations, such as leash 
law violations, from the current $15 for 
a first offense, $25 for a second offense 
and $50 for third and all subsequent 
offenses, to $25 for a first offense and 
$50 for second and all subsequent 
offenses. This change would bring the 
fines into line with those for all other 
town bylaw violations. 

¢ 350th anniversary - P16 asks to 
authorize the town manager to estab- 
lish a committee for the observance of 
the town’s 350th anniversary of its 
founding in 1996, and to appropriate 
$20,000 to pay for anniversary celebra- 
tion festivities. 

The Andover Historical Commission 
and Andover Historical Society have 
begun work on the organization of the 
celebration, which will be shared with 
Lawrence and North Andover since 
North Andover and part of Lawrence 
were once parts of Andover. 


Private articles 

¢ Revoke quorum — A private arti- 
cle proposed by the League of Women 
Voters would get rid of the quorum 
needed for town meeting. Approval of 
P33 would delete the quorum require- 
ment from the town bylaws. 

Proponents argue that doing away 
with the quorum requirement would 
actually improve attendance at town 
meetings. One idea is that more people 
would show up for fear that special 
interest groups might control the meet- 
ing. An argument to keep the quorum

is that the town’s finances could be left 
in the hands of a few if only a few 
showed up at the meeting. 

« Extend business district — P46 
and P47, both submitted by Richard 
Asoian, ask to extend the central busi- 
ness district by changing a section of 
zoning from single residence A to gen- 
eral business. The change would affect 
be a single lot on Central Street and 
another on Chestnut Street. 

Another request, P59 submitted by 
Arthur J. McCabe IJ, asks that a parcel 
on South Main Street also be changed 
to general business. 

* Water to Tewksbury residents - 
P34 asks voters to provide water ser- 
vice to residents of Crystal Circle in 
Tewksbury in exchange for Tewksbury 
providing sewer services to a number 
of Crystal Circle residents who live in 
Andover. All services would be billed 
through the two towns but paid for by 
the residents.

for how much start-up money each 
would need,” said Michael Frishman, a 
member of the volunteer board that 
screened proposals. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that this was done in the appropriate 
manner in public session. There should 
be no further shilly-shallying. This 
should go forward,” he said. 

Donal Coleman, of High Street, con- 
tacted Superintendent Mark McQuillan 
last week and questioned the legality of 
the process and suggested a formal bid 
process should have been followed. 

Mr. Coleman was not at the Tuesday 
meeting. When contacted by the Towns- 
man last week, he said the reporter 
should talk with the town attorney. 

Dr. McQuillan said Tuesday that he 
received word from the town’s attorney 
that since there was no precedent of 
other such agreements there was no 
clear call on the legality of the commit- 
tee’s hiring process. After hearing Mr. 
Frishman’s description of the process, 
which included proposals as high as 
$100,000 to run the facility for one year, 
Dr. McQuillan said he was satisfied the 
School Committee had handled correct- 
ly the agreement with the firm of 
Michael Flanagin and Associates. 

Susan Jenkins, committee chair- 
woman, said she had heard from at 
least 25 people regarding the stalled 
Collins Center arrangement. She said 
all 25 were “extremely angry” and had 
been looking forward to shows at the 
Collins Center. 

“They understood the legality ques- 
tion, but it’s murky and no one knows 
for sure. They didn’t think it was in the 
best interest of the town,” she said. 

If the Schoo! Committee had decided 
to start the process all over again and 
ask for more proposals, Mr. Flanagin 
told the Townsman earlier this week 
that his firm would not participate. 

“We worked long and hard to make 
that deal and some yahoo comes along 
and calls it to a halt,” he said. 

Now that the agreement between his 
firm and the School Committee is mov- 
ing forward, the Collins Center may 
host such national comedians as Den- 
nis Miller or entertainers such as magi- 
cian David Copperfield. Mr. Flanagin 
told the Townsman he booked those 
two performers elsewhere this winter, 
but would have preferred to schedule 
them at the Collins Center if he had had 
an agreement with the town.

on Burnham Road. Others voiced sup- 
port for continuing Shawsheen Shaw- 
sheen School as a kindergarten 
through grade-two school. 

The SBC asked the School Commit- 
tee to make up its mind about the 
Shawsheen School and to decide what 
programs and how much new space it 
wanted at the high school. These two 
decisions, said Ken Gropper, chair- 
man of the SBC, must be made soon so 
that his committee can prepare 
requests for building and planning 
funds for Town Meeting on April 13. 
The SBC estimates it will cost approxi- 
mately $10 million to build a new 400- 
pupil elementary school and approxi- 
mately $400,000 will be needed to draw 
up architectural plans to add to the 
high school. 

If the School Committee decides to 
keep Shawsheen as part of its elemen- 
tary inventory, then the SBC will have 
to revise its elementary plan and may 
not be ready to submit requests for 
building funds at Town Meeting. 


“Do you want to revisit the number 
of (new elementary) seats? That 
decides what you will do with Shaw- 
sheen and it is a very central issue to 
the whole building project,” said Mr. 
Gropper. 

In the past few weeks the SBC has 
come under fire from School Commit- 
tee members and citizens who are not 
convinced the SBC’s current plan to 
build a new elementary school on the 
Penguin Park playground site on 
Burnham Road is the best option. 

Susan Dalton, School Committee 
member, said she is not convinced that 
Shawsheen School should be closed. 

“I also don’t agree that Penguin 
Park is a good site to build a new 
school,” she said. 

Other committee members support 
halting the elementary plan until a 
solution to the high school crowding 
problem can be found, and both prob- 
lems addressed at the same time. 

“T’d like to see the process slowed 
down so that the School Committee 
can catch up,” said Susan Jenkins, 
chairwoman of the School Committee. 


he following 10 
sites were reject- 
ed by the SBC in 


favor of locating a new 
elementary school at 
the Penguin Park play- 
ground on Burnham 
Road. 

Two sites off Elm and 
Summer streets did not 
meet the 10-acre mini- 
mum requirement.

Carmel Woods, locat- 
ed off High Street, is 
large enough, but is 
conservation land. 

Den Rock Park near 
Brickstone Square in 
Shawsheen is 50 acres, 
but is consider wet- 
lands. According to the 
SBC, there are potential 
hazardous waste issues 
and it is not easily 
accessible, 

The Cross Street lot 
in West Andover is 50 
acres but is near a 


watershed area. It is not 
on a sewer line and ini- 
tial tests indicate that a 
septic system could not 
be installed, 

Digital Equipment 
Corporation building 
on River Road is too 
large and would cost 
about $9 million for 
only the building. 

The vacant Andover 
Companies building on 
the corner of Main and 
Balmoral streets is too 
small — a 2-acre lot, 

The vacant Tyre 
Rubber Building on 
Railroad Avenue is also 
too small: It is on a 5- 
acre lot. 


School Committee names David

Deciding on Shawsheen School 

If the School Committee changes its 
specifications and Shawsheen remains 
open or expands, then the SBC said it 
will have to develop plans to add fewer 
spaces to the system. 

Several parents voiced support for 
the Shawsheen Kindergarten through 
grade-two program. Myrna Jaffee, of 8 
Candlewood Drive, praised the pro- 
gram at Shawsheen and said she 
wasn’t convinced that closing the 
school was the best idea. 

According to the SBC at least $3.75 
million should be spent on the build- 
ing to repair problems that are life- 
and safety concerns. That figure was 
an estimate from the SBC architect 
who toured the building this fall and 
winter and evaluated the facility. More 
money would have to be spent to bring 
the building up to state code and fur- 
ther money would have to be spent to 
bus children to the school if it were a 
K-5 school. 

Until the School Committee decides 
about Shawsheen School, the SBC will 
continue with its plans for the Penguin 
Park site school, said Mr. Gropper. If 
the committee reverses its policy and 
maintains or expands Shawsheen 
School, the SBC most likely will not be 
able to ask for building funds at the 
April Town Meeting. 

The School Committee’s next meet- 
ing is Tuesday, Feb. 9. It will be a work 
session and no votes will be taken. 

The SBC will meet tonight, Thurs- 
day, Feb. 4, at 7:30 in the Memorial 
Auditorium on Bartlet Street and 
again Thursday, Feb. 11, at the same 
time and place. 


Teachers vote on 
contract today 


Teachers are scheduled to meet 
today, Thursday, to vote on a three- 
year contract package. Teachers have 
been without a contract since Septem- 
ber. 

Contract negotiations, which began 
more than a year ago, were marked by 
picketing outside of schools for several :

I associate a snowy day with the 
aroma of freshly baked bread, a piping 
hot pizza or “dough boys.” When 
you’re snowed in, there’s no better 
time to take advantage of the opportu- 
nity to spend more time than usual in 
the kitchen. The heat from the oven 
warms those coming in from shoveling 
snow as you delight in their anticipa- 
tion of the delicacies you've prepared 
from slowly rising dough. 

For early birds, you can prepare 
“dough boys” for breakfast. These are 
also referred to a fried dough (and with 
my own feminine humor as “dough 
girls.” 

Basic dough 

The basic recipe for bread dough 
included in this column can be used to 
make bread, pizza, calzone and “dough 
boys.” If you wish to save time, you 
can purchase fresh dough at most Ital- 
ian bakeries and large supermarkets. 
Frozen bread dough is also available in 
the freezer section of some supermar- 
kets. It has to be defrosted and allowed 
to rise for a few hours. 

For dough boys, I use a small elec- 
tric fryolator filled with a vegetable 
oil. Two pounds of bread dough is suf- 
ficient for a family of four. Bought 
fresh dough need only be placed in a 
bowl coated with olive oil and rotated 
so the entire surface of dough is coated 
with oil, The dough should be covered 
with a clean, dry kitchen towel and 
placed away from drafts, When dou- 
bled in bulk, about 1 to 1 1/2 hours, 
punch down, then let rest 10 minutes 
before shaping. 


Break off egg-size pieces of dough 
and stretch them, pulling in different 
directions. Place in rack inside fryola- 
tor filled with preheated hot oil. Fry 
about one minute until golden brown. 
Raise rack and let excess oil drain out. 
Place dough boys in an oven-proof dish 
lined with a paper towel and immedi- 
ately sprinkle with cinnamon sugar. 
Keep dough boys in a warming oven so 
they can be served warm . 
Zucchini-cheese pizza dough 

If your snow-removal crew is plan- 
ning a noon-time break, a zucchini- 
cheese pizza can welcome their 
arrival. 

Food processor pizza dough 

1 package dry yeast 

1 cup warm water (110 degrees) 

3 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 tsp. salt. 

Dissolve yeast in 1/4 cup warm 
water. 

Place two cups flour in food proces- 
sor bowl fitted with steel or plastic 
blade. Pulse in salt, add yeast and 
remaining water through feed tube 
and process 10 seconds. Add once cup 
flour and process 45 seconds, adding 
more flour as necessary to make a soft 
dough that isn’t sticky when pinched. 

Place prepared dough in an oiled 
bowl, turn to coat and cover with a 
towel. Let rise in a warm spot 1 1/2 to 2 
hours until doubled in bulk. Punch 
down and let rest 10 minutes before 
rolling, Makes two 12-inch pizzas. 


Zucchini, cheese, tomato pizza 
1 recipe food processor pizza dough 
or 2 Ibs. bought pizza dough 


3 medium zucchini (skin on), thinly 
sliced 

1 cup thinly sliced onion 

2 tbsp. olive oil 

10 sun-dried tomatoes in olive oil, 
well drained and chopped 

2 large eggs 

1/4 cup parmesan cheese 

4 oz. shredded Fontina cheese 

4 oz. shredded mortadella cheese 

4 oz. shredded Gruyere cheese 

Saute onion and zucchini in 2 table- 
spoons olive oil until onion is translu- 
cent, Add sun-dried tomatoes and cook 
one minute. Set aside. 

Roll out pizza dough with a rolling 
pin on a lightly-floured surface until it, 
is a few inches shorter than the sides 
of your pan. Place dough in the center 
of oiled 12-inch by 17-inch jelly-roll pan 
and push it to the edges with your 
hands. (Sides of pan should not be 
oiled.) Spread reserved vegetables over 
dough. Beat eggs with parmesan 
cheese and set aside. 

Spread shredded cheeses over zuc- 
chini mixture and cover with beaten 
eggs and parmesan cheese. 

Bake in a preheated 500-degree oven 
10-15 minutes until brown. 


Quick and easy beer bread ‘ 

3 cups self-rising flour 

2 tbsp. flour 

12 oz. beer 

Melted butter 

Mix first three ingredients. Pour 
into large greased loaf pan. Bake in 
preheated 350-degree oven one hour 
(when tapped, should sound hollow).

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Studying financial 
impact of current

Editor, Townsman: 

I have read your article on the plans for a 
new school at Penguin Park in the Jan. 28, 
1993, edition of the Townsman and feel that 
the most significant issue around the need 
for a comprehensive plan was not discussed 
at all. The Ad Hoc Finance Committee of the 
School Committee made a presentation to 
the School Committee outlining the need for 
a comprehensive plan because a full analysis 
of the financial impact of acting on any pro- 
ject and its effect on the school system as a 
whole must be done. 

It is clear that the enrollment trends for 
the school system are changing with the ele- 
mentary population going down and the sec- 
ondary schools going up. This presents many 
questions concerning the operating budget 
relative to additional teachers at the sec- 
ondary level. The building of a new school 
would not make this difficult tasks any easi- 
er because by recent estimates supplied to 
the superintendent of schools an increase of 
$300,000 would be incurred. We must look 
very closely at adding any personnel that 
don’t deal with students in the classroom 
because one thing is for sure, with more stu- 
dents we will need more teachers. 

This is why I believe that creative alterna- 
tives must be looked at to solve the current 
elementary space problems. The Shawsheen 
School should be considered as part of our 
inventory to solve this problem, not part of 
the problem. The underutilization of this 
school has made the overcrowded situation 
even worse. Most people close to the problem 
realize that this school can’t be used as a K 
through 5 structure because of the renova- 
tions required to achieve parity, but why not 
use it as part of a creative solution, i.e., vol- 
untary K through 2. The School Committee 
must make their decision on the use of this 
school based on the educational soundness, 
which does not appear to be the reason for 
excluding it from the future inventory and 
the financial realities of the ’90s. 

We as a town should not accept undocu- 
mented high numbers ($4.5 million to reno- 
vate) as a reason to not look at this school. 
With this school as part of our inventory the 
need for space is reduced by half. Why not 
put a smaller addition on South or Sanborn, 
which doesn’t affect core facilities, keeping 
the administrative and building costs down? 

I am sure there are several alternatives to 
building a new school or putting large addi- 
tions on South and Sanborn, which are less 
costly administratively and in total cost. 
With the impending space requirements at 
the high school and the obvious increase in 
operating costs for the required teachers, a 
complete discussion in the community con- 
cerning all alternatives must be analyzed to

arrive at the most cost effective, educa- 
tionally sound and prioritized solution 
for the town. Only after we have ana- 
lyzed the system’s space needs, build- 
ing costs and its affect on the operating 
budget for grades K-12 can we move 
forward with any plan. We must slow 
down the process until we as a commu- 
nity come to a consensus on the solu- 
tion and on one that can be supported. 
To continue to proceed as we are, with 
many questions still unanswered, 
would be fiscally irresponsible. Let's 
follow the superintendent’s lead and 
slow down the process such that priori- 
ties can be set and we can proceed in a 
well-thought-out and planned manner.

School site is too 
hazardous 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have some comments on the article 
that appeared in the Jan, 28 issue of the 
Townsman describing the plans for a 
new elementary school at the Penguin 
Park site off Burnham Road. 

In response to Shawsheen residents 
who said that the site was previously 
used as a dump, the article specified 
that the dump in question was on 
Haverhill Street across from Carmel 
Woods. That is not accurate. 

The dump was indeed located across 
from Carmel Woods, but on High 
Street, not Haverhill Street. I mention 
this because the reference to Haverhill 
Street (which is some distance from 


the school site) provides a false sense 
of security on this issue. 

In fact, it is not even accurate to 
describe the site as the High Street 
dump site. Although the entrance to 
the dump site was on High Street, the 
trash was hauled to a slope at the edge 
of the site and pushed over the rim 
where the debris tumbled down to 
accumulate at the edge of Burnham 
Road. Thus, the dump could be more 
accurately described as the Burnham 
Road dump. This refuse is still there 
and can be plainly observed now that 
the trees are bare. (A rusted water 
heater is most conspicuous.) 

The new school site (also on Burn- 
ham Road) very nearly abuts this old 
dump site, so it is not unreasonable to 
expect that some (probably illegal) 
dumping did occur on the school site. 
Indeed, if you walk the perimeter of the 
proposed school property (say behind 
Penguin Park), evidence of past dump- 
ing is easy to find. The property slopes 
off very abruptly (as would happen in a 
landfill) and pieces of hot top, glass and 
metal are plainly visible where they 
have been exposed by erosion. 


The fact that local lore and tradition 
hold that the proposed site was former- 
ly a dumping ground should immedi- 
ately disqualify the property as a 
school site. Parents would always be 
uneasy wondering about unknown 
health risks and the resulting anxiety 
would be a constant source of tension 
between parents and the school admin- 
istration. Like many adults, I work ina 
building where smoking is forbidden; 
given that circumstance, I can hardly 
ask the neighborhood 6-year-olds to 
spend six hours a day over a dump site. 
The proposed Penguin Park site is not 
appropriate for a new school and 
should be discarded.

Board followed 
procedure on 
Collins Center 


Editor, Townsman: 

I served on the committee that 
developed, produced and reviewed the 
responses to the “Request for Propos- 
als” (RFP) soliciting new management 
for the Collins Center. 

The original RFP clearly dealt with 
the issue raised by Donal Coleman, 
who I have not seen contribute time or 
effort to any town project, but only is 
obstructive and destructive after the 
fact. A question in the RFP asks how 
much startup money the proposer 
anticipates needing; each submitted 
proposal responded in amounts up to 
more than $100,000 

The committee reviewed the propos 
als, talked with several of the pro- 
posers, further negotiated with Flana- 
gin Associates and made a recommen 
dation to the public School Committee 
meeting Jan. 19, which with further 
modification was approved by the com- 
mittee 5-0. The RFP was publicly 
announced and advertised; there were 
numerous publicly announced meet- 
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chants Association), Hooks Johnston 
of the Planning Board, Alan French 
(president of the Bay Circuit Alliance), 
Selectman James Barenboim, Mark 
McQuillan (superintendent of schools), 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, 
Finance and Budget Director Tony 
Torrisi, Karen Mutti (works for Larry 
Larsen), Tina Girdwood (one of the 
founders of Andover Recycling and a 
member of the Andover Garden Club) 
and Selectman Larsen. 

I would say we had a good meeting. 
Dr. Larsen called it “a first step.” 

The group talked about what to 
focus on, hoping not to make the issue 
so broad that nothing will get done. 
What I believe we hit on were the 
issues of reducing vandalism and tak- 
ing care of the environment. Perhaps 
one of the byproducts of goals will be 
people making connections with peo- 
ple, thus reducing isolation and loneli- 
ness, 


Here’s some of what came out of the 
meeting that might be of interest. And 
if you have any comments or reactions, 
or want to be involved in helping with 
any of the issues, talk with any of those 
on the breakfast list. 

- A need to clean up and keep clean 
and beautiful areas in town such as the 
front of Old Town Hall on Main Street, 
islands in the municipal parking lots 
and flower barrels in front of down- 
town businesses. 

- A need to deal with vandalism, per- 
haps by using some kind of enforce- 
ment program and perhaps by intro- 
ducing some kind of program on litter- 
ing and vandalism into the school cur- 
riculum. 

- A need to involve Andover’s young 
people in raising awareness of the 
importance of taking care of our envi- 
ronment. 

Dr. Larsen and other community 
leaders have been talking about the 
idea of offering summer employment 


to 20 to 25 Andover kids, most likely to 
those older than 14 or 15, who would do 
what the town hasn’t been able to keep 
up with: clean up. Those teen jobs, in 
Dr. Larsen’s vision, would be competi- 
tive. In other words, the jobs would be 
given to youngsters who are effective 
and committed to their work. 

Buzz Stapezynski said much of what 
the group talked about at breakfast 
“we are doing already.” 

But he said, “People really want to 
live in Andover and they really want to 
participate in the town.” He believes 
people want to put time into making 
sure Andover is what we want it to be. 

So we are back to the selectmen’s 
vision of Andover, both now and in the 
21st century. This is the statement they 
approved at a recent board meeting: 
“The town of Andover, more than a 
place to live, is a way of life. Its legacy 
of democracy shall be preserved. Each 
citizen should experience the treasures 
of nature, history, individual respect, 


neighborhood and learning. As 
resources and energy allow, each of 
these gifts from the past will be 
enriched in the present for those yet to 
be.” 

So I think we have decided the need 
is there to maintain our treasures: our 
environment and our people. 

We talked a little bit about the need 
for a drop-in center for teen-agers, and 
of course about the need for teens to be 
involved in caring for Andover. We 
agreed that the young people in our 
community need to be involved in the 
beginning stages of whatever we are 
doing: cleaning up the environment, or 
establishing a teen center, or diminish- 
ing the amount of vandalism, or what 
ever is happening, The young are one 
of the most important cogs in the 
wheel, They are the ones who will be 
sitting around a breakfast table at the 
Lanam Club in 20 or 30 years, talking 
about Andover’s problems. Today it is 
us; tomorrow it will be them. 
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Procedure on

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ings, including that of the School 
Committee, where Mr. Cole- 
man’s and any other questions, 
objections or suggestions could 
have been raised and answered 
or incorporated. 

It is particularly galling that 
such unnecessary problems con- 
tinue to be dumped on Andover 
by Mr. Coleman.

here, used to drive from Haverhill to 
Andover for the sole purpose of taking my 
kids to play at Penguin Park. The play- 
ground itself was aesthetically pleasing and 
imaginatively designed and it was particu- 
larly appealing because of all the open land 
around it that was accessible and beautiful. 
Now I know pitting beauty against money 
is a likely loss. I know most political deci- 
sions are made most frequently on the basis 


of economic prudence and not on the basis of 


sentimental or humanitarian concerns. And 
it seems to me that money is the primary rea- 
son the School Committee has chosen the 
Penguin Park site for another low, flat- 
roofed, most likely red-bricked functional- 
looking building. And why, even in the for- 
ward-thinking age of recycling and renova- 
tion, they chose not to find an existing build- 
ing, maybe even an old, historic and yet- 
neglected building to renovate, to make use- 
ful again for a good cause. Too expensive I’ve 
heard. 

But tell me this. What is the value of a 
piece of land like Penguin Park? Land that is 
open and unmarred, that lies very near the 
center of a town, in a highly populated area, 
that serves not just the elementary school- 
age population from one section of the town, 
but all the residents of the town and even 


those who come from neighboring towns? A 
park: one of the last gathering places in this 
society for people of all ages. What is the val- 
ue of that? 

No value can be placed on community, 
natural beauty and open acreage right in a 
populated area. This would be too expensive 
to buy, too unusual to even find. Yet we have 
it right here and would obliterate it. 

I moved to Andover this past summer and 
did so because as a town it appeared to value 
those things that most towns sacrifice first to 
rapid growth: Its physical beauty, the rich- 
ness beauty can bring to the lives of its citi- 
zens. With this school, Shawsheen will look 
more urban and closed in and on designated 
school property, I predict very few will meet 
for volleyball, soccer, dog-walking and star- 
gazing.

Former Central Catholic basketball 
standout Dave Fazio knows first-hand how 
hard it is to go into the Red Raiders Audi- 
torium and come out with a victory.

Replaces Dave Bettencourt

Longtime freshman baseball 
coach and physical education 
teacher Ken Maglio was hired as 
the new Andover High varsity 
baseball coach this week. 

Mr. Maglio was recommended 
by Athletic Director James Hur- 
ley and his name submitted to 
the School Committee for final 
approval at its regular meeting. 
The School Committee approved 
unanimously, 5-0, all spring 
coaching assignments, including 
Mr. Maglio’s, Tuesday night. 

A sparse list of four applicants 
went after the job vacated by 
Dave Bettencourt, who resigned 
last summer after leading 
Andover High to back-to-back 
State Division 1 championships. 

It was the first time in almost 
30 years that consecutive State 
titles had been won in Mas- 
sachusetts Division 1 high school 
baseball. 

Mr. Bettencourt, a Peabody 
native, resident of Salem, N.H., 
and science teacher at Doherty 
Middle School, left to take the 
head coach’s job at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire where he 
was a standout catcher on four 
Wildcat teams. 

Mr. Bettencourt had three 20- 
win seasons and more than 100 
victories in his six-year stint at 
Andover. 

In addition to Mr. Maglio, oth- 
er reported candidates for the job 
were current junior varsity 
coach Dan Grams, varsity volun: 
teer assistant Glaude Beaudet 


and former Austin Prep varsity 
coach Peter Hill. 

The job was officially posted 
after the fall season ended in late 
November. 

Mr. Hurley said that Mr. 
Grams had indicated his inten- 
tion to stay on as junior varsity 
coach, and that Mr. Beaudet 
would move into the freshman 
coaching position to replace Mr.

Budget cuts eliminated the 
position of assistant varsity 
coach several years ago, 
although Mr. Bettencourt had 
both Mr. Beaudet and Bill Blood 
as unpaid assistants.

Campbell and members are planning 
various fundraisers, including a self- 
published cookbook sale, a pancake 
breakfast and a campaign to solicit 
donations from Ballardvale companies. 
Getting help from the town 

Community members are not the 
only ones who are frustrated by the 
lack of money to repair and improve 
neighborhood playgrounds in town. 
When added up, costs to repair, 
improve and maintain all the school 
and town outdoor facilities total sever- 
al million dollars. 

More than $2 million has been ear- 
marked to address these needs over a 
seven-year period, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, but many of the pro- 
jects need addressing right now.

If approved at the April Town Meet- 
ing, $1 million of the capital improve- 
ment funds would be set aside, starting 
in July, to take care of major outdoor 
projects for town and school facilities.

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NEWS FROM THE IRS 


What's new for tax year '92 


Increased earned income credit: 
More working families are eligible for 
a special tax credit that could reduce 
the tax they owe and get them a larger 
refund. If you earned less than $22,370 
in 1992, and had at least one qualifying 
child living in your home, read the 
instructions for Schedule EIC in your 
tax forms package for details. 

Deduction for exemptions 
increased: The deduction for each 
exemption — for you, your spouse, 
and dependents has increased to 
$2,300. But your deduction may be 
reduced or eliminated if your adjusted 
gross income is more than $78,950. See 
your tax package for more informa- 
tion. 

Standard deduction up again: 
The standard deduction has 
increased. Even if you itemized deduc- 
tions in the past, it may benefit you to 
take the standard deduction this year. 
Use the standard deduction chart in 
your tax package to figure the correct 
amount. 

Itemized deductions limited: If 
your adjusted gross income is more 
than $105,250 ($52,625 if married filing 
separately), you may not be able to 
deduct all of your itemized deduc- 
tions. The Schedule A instructions in 
your tax package explain. 

Tax table doubled: The tax table 


in the Form 1040 instructions can now 
be used by taxpayers with taxable 
income of less than $100,000, In the pri- 
or year, the table stopped at $50,000. 
This is a boost for some 14 million 
additional taxpayers who can now use 
the table to find their tax rather than 
figure it from the tax rate schedules. 
Cutting out the extra math will not 
only make the tax computation easier, 
it will also cut down chances of error. 

New business schedule avail- 
able: About 3 million self-employed 
taxpayers will be able to use the 
streamlined, brand new Schedule C- 
EZ, “Net Profit from Business.” Many 
cash method sole proprietors who 
have only one business, have gross 
receipts of $25,000 or less, and do not 
have more than $2,000 in expenses can 
use this short form, Aside from the 
lines for name, address and some oth- 
er information about the business, 
there are only three lines that filers 
fill in to compute net profit. To find 
out if you can use the C-EZ, see the 
instructions for this schedule in your 
tax package. 

Additional information: Get IRS 
Publication 553, Highlights of 1992 Tax 
Changes. The publications listed in 
your tax forms package may be help- 
ful as well. Send for them using the 
order blank, or call (800) 829-3676. 


File your federal return by April 15 


ut of sight, out of mind? Don’t 
QO fooled into thinking that not 

filing an income tax return is 
the answer to your tax dilemma. Non- 
filers who owe taxes face higher 
penalties, while 
those who fail to 
file for refunds 
could lose their 
right to the money. 

The penalty for 
failing to file a fed- 
eral income tax 
return — 5 percent 
per month of the 
tax due — is 10 
times the late pay- 
ment penalty: one- 
half percent per 
month. And_ all 
overdue taxes are 
subject to interest charges 
currently 8 percent per year, com- 
pounded daily. A person who fails to 
claim a refund within three years of 
the due date of the tax return loses the 
right to the refund. 

IRS experience shows that many 
nonfilers are single people with low to 
middle incomes. They may lack a W-2 
form or an interest statement needed 
to complete the return. Or they owe a 
balance they can’t pay. Or they 
skipped filing for one or more years 
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and now they’re afraid of contacting 
the IRS. Those who would get refunds 
are usually wage earners. Self- 
employed individuals — who don’t 
have taxes withheld — are more likely 
to have a balance 
due. However it 
happened, the 
IRS wants to 
help nonfilers 
settle their tax 
problems. 

The IRS offers 
taxpayer assis- 
tance through 
walk-in offices, a 
toll-free informa- 
tion number - 
(800) 829-1040 — 
and trained vol- 
unteers at loca- 

tions in your community. 

For those missing a W-2 form, 
there’s a substitute form to recon- 
struct income and withholding. A pay- 
ment plan may be set up for those who 
can't pay the full amount owed, 

The most important thing, accord- 
ing to the IRS, is to keep fear from let- 
ting this year’s deadline slip by. By 
taking action now, those who might 
otherwise become nonfilers will keep 
their problems from multiplying on 
April 15.

Real estate borrowing deci- 
sions are some of the most 
important financial decisions 
you will ever make.

Retirement-plan rollovers 
could cost you money 


s of Jan. 1, 1993, any lump-sum 
Aieient plan distribution 

that is eligible for rollover will 
automatically be subject to a new 20 
percent federal withholding require- 
ment. To avoid the 20 percent with- 
holding, employees receiving a 20 per- 
cent lump-sum pension have the 
option to elect direct transfer of pen- 
sion-plan distribution to an IRA or to 
another qualified retirement plan or 
annuity. 

Thus, unless you arrange for a 
direct transfer to the new rollover 
vehicle, you receive a check for only 
80 percent of the total distribution 
amount. In addition, you may be sub- 
ject to a 10-percent early-withdrawal 
penalty on the distribution, if the 
withdrawal is taken before reaching 
age 59% 

Because of the 20-percent withhold- 
ing and the 10-percent early-with- 
drawal penalty, plan participants will 
actually receive less than the amount 
requested. Therefore, if taking a with- 
drawal, you may want to consider 
requesting more than you need so that 


after the 20 percent is withheld, the 
net received will be the amount you 
actually need and perhaps enough to 
pay the 10-percent early withdrawal 
penalty. If you want to withdraw 
enough to receive the amount you 
need after the 20-percent withholding, 
you should request 125 percent of the 
amount actually needed. If you also 
want to have enough to pay for the 10- 
percent early withdrawal penalty, you 
should request 143 percent of the 
amount actually needed. 


One positive change that results 
from the new law is that the class of 
eligible rollover distributions will 
expand to include any distribution 
made after 1992 that is not a series of 
substantially equal payments. Cur- 
rently, distributions are eligible for 
rollover only if they consist of at least 
50 percent of the participant’s total 
benefit under the plan, are made as a 
result of the participant’s death, dis- 
ability or termination of employment 
and are not a series of periodic pay- 
ments.

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Should you itemize deductions? 


Continuing tax changes make it 
possible for many taxpayers to file 
the simpler 1040A and 1040EZ forms. 


However, there will be millions of 


taxpayers who will find it to their 
advantage to itemize deductions on 
the 1040 form. 

Generally, you will benefit from 
itemizing deductions if, during the 
year, you paid interest and taxes on 
a home you own, or had unusually 
large uninsured medical and dental 
expenses, or made large contribu- 
tions to qualified charities, or had 
major uninsured casualty losses. 
Even some employee business 
expenses are allowed. 

To itemize your deductions, you 
must file Form 1040 and fill in Sched- 
ule A (Form 1040). Schedule A pro- 


vides space for listing deductible 
medical and dental expenses, chari- 
table contributions, taxes, interest 
paid, casualty or theft losses, and 
miscellaneous items such as union 
dues or business-related educational 
expenses. Those who can’t itemize 
can still use Form 1040 to claim oth- 
er items, such as the penalty on ear- 
ly withdrawals of savings. 

Records of your deductible items 
should be kept, including canceled 
checks and receipts. This will verify 
your expenses if the IRS examines 
your return. 

It will also help you determine 
whether your itemized deductions 
are greater than the standard deduc- 
tion — the basic deduction allowed 
for non-itemizers.

You can get your federal income 
tax refund weeks ahead of the 
crowd. File your return electroni- 
cally. 

Last year, nearly 11 million tax- 
payers chose electronic filing. By 
doing so, they eliminated the hand 
processing of their returns and 
many of the errors that held up oth- 
er tax returns errors such as 
missing schedules and arithmetic 
mistakes. 

If you are due a refund, you may 
get it in as little as three weeks, two 
weeks if you have your refund 
deposited directly into your check- 
ing or savings account.

hen it comes to getting the word out 

about taxes, the federal government 

isn’t doing it alone, In a continuing 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) effort to reduce 
the tax filing burden, the IRS and the Federa- 
tion of Tax Administrators (FTA) have agreed 
to develop and promote joint tax education 
programs between federal and state tax agen- 
cies. 

The following are some of the major pro- 
grams sponsored by the IRS, with support 
from their state counterparts, that make it 
easier for taxpayers to meet their obligations 

through better taxpayer services: 

The Volunteer Income Tax Assistance 
(VITA) and Tax Counseling for the Elder- 
ly (TCE) prograins are free tax assistance 

programs designed to help individuals who 

have special needs, including persons with 
disabilities, the elderly, and non-English 
speaking taxpayers, to prepare their 
income tax returns. This assistance is pro- 
vided by volunteers in communities 
throughout the country. Most states have 
joined the IRS in joint VITA/TCE train- 


States join feds in tax education 


ing, conducted joint site visitations, and 
worked together to maintain good working 
relationships with the volunteers and spon- 
sors. They are also involved in joint publicity 
efforts and in making federal and state forms 
and instructions available at most sites. 

In the Community Outreach Tax Education 
program, individuals make presentations or 
provide group tax return assistance, The pre- 
sentations are targeted at groups of taxpayers 
who have a common occupation or tax con- 
cern, for example, farmers, retirees, and small 
business owners. Outreach is offered year- 
round at convenient community locations at 
convenient hours, including evenings and 
weekends. T'ax return preparation sessions 
cover line-by-line tax forms preparation so 
that taxpayers can prepare their returns cor- 
rectly. Most states are participating with their 
local IRS District Office in joint Outreach ses- 
sions, trade shows, and community assistance 
programs.

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Six steps to perfection 


Use the six steps below to help you 
prepare your return. Start early, to 
allow time to get missing information 
or forms you need to complete 
your return. If you fol- 
low these steps and 
read the instructions 
in your tax package, 
you'll fill in your 
return quickly and 
accurately. 

1. Get all your 
records together; 
these include 
income records 
(such as W-2 and 
1099 forms and bank 
interest earnings 
statements) and 
records for certain 
deductions and tax 
credits (medical and 
dental payments, real estate tax 
receipts, mortgage interest payments, 
child care payments).

Forms 1040 and 
1040A are followed by all schedules 
and other forms in order by the 
“attachment sequence number,” 
shown in the upper right corner of the 
schedule or form. If you owe tax, be 
sure to attach your check or money 
order (made payable to the Internal 
Revenue Service) to the front of your 
return, on top of the W-2s. 


Tax help offered to hearing impaired 


Not only can deaf and hearing- 
impaired taxpayers read in Internal 
Revenue Service publications about 
certain tax deductions they are 
allowed, but they can also call the IRS 
toll-free for answers to their federal 
tax questions. 

Throughout the United States, 
Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands, deaf and hearing-impaired 
taxpayers can use their Telecommuni- 
cation Device for the Deaf (TDD) 
equipment to dial up an IRS employee 
trained in TDD operation. These tax- 
payers can get answers to all types of 
tax questions, such as deductions for 


TDD equipment, hearing aids, cost 
and care of hearing ear dogs and cost 
of sending children to special schools. 
They can also get information about 
bills or notices they receive from the 
IRS. 

For tax assistance, TDD equipment 
users in all states, including Alaska, 
Hawaii, the U.S. Virgin Islands, and 
Puerto Rico, can call (800) 829-4059. 
Only deaf and hearing-impaired tax- 
payers with access to TDD equipment 
can get tax help on this toll-free num- 
ber. 

The hours of operation are listed in 
the tax package.

returns, accounting methods, and oth- 
er tax-related issues. 

During the tax filing season, two 
groups of IRS-trained volunteers in 
community locations help fill out tax 
returns for the elderly, people with 
disabilities, non-English speaking and 
other people who cannot afford profes- 
sional assistance: Tax Counseling for 
the Elderly (TCE) volunteers are 
trained specifically in issues that may 
affect older taxpayers such as the 
credit for the elderly or the disabled 


and the taxability of social security 
benefits. 

Volunteers working in the Volun- 
teer Income Tax Assistance (VITA) 
program are trained in special credits 
and deductions such as the child care- 
and earned income credits, the tax 
credit for the elderly, and deductions 
for medical and dental expenses. Both 
groups are trained to do basic Forms 
1040, 1040A and 1040EZ. 

For more information on the tax 
help and education programs in your 
area, call (800) 829-1040 and ask for the 
Taxpayer Education Coordinator. 
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Single parents get tax breaks 


Everyone can use a break now and 
then, At tax time, single parents may 
get a tax break. If certain qualifica- 
tions are met on their federal income 
tax returns, they are eligible to use a 
special filing status and claim certain 
income tax credits. 

Many single parents qualify to file 
their tax returns as “head of house- 
hold.” This status gives a larger stan- 
dard deduction, which reduces the 
amount of income being taxed. Also, 
(iepending on the amount of taxable 
income, income may be taxed at a low- 
er rate than that of single and mar- 
ried-filing-separately filers. 

To file as head of household, the 
parent must be unmarried, or consid- 
ered unmarried, on the last day of the 
year, The parent must pay more than 
half the cost of keeping up his or her 
home. His or her spouse must not 
have lived in the home during the last 
six months of the tax year, Also, gen- 
erally his or her child must live in 
_that home for more than six months of 
the year. The child does not have to be 
the parent’s dependent unless the 
child is married or a foster child. 

Other breaks available to single 
parents come in the form of tax cred- 
its. These credits are applied directly 
against any tax owed. The earned 
income credit (KIC), which may even 
be refunded if no other taxes are 
owed, is available to low-income par- 
ents who have at least one qualifying 
child living with them. It is based on 
earned income, such as wages, tips 
and certain nontaxable amounts. A

second credit, the “dependent care 
credit,” can reduce the amount of tax 
owed but cannot be refunded if it is 
more than the tax. Generally, this 
credit is available to parents who pay 
another to care for their children so 
the parents can work. 

There are certain conditions, 
restrictions, and qualifica- 
tions for these special 
benefits. Parents can 
find more information 
in the instructions for 
Form 1040 or 1040A 
and in Publication 
17, Your Federal 
Income Tax.

* Once filled out, Form W-4 must 
be given to the employer so he 
or she may withhold as neces- 


sary. Whether a student needs with- 
holding to pay for income tax depends 
on many things, including: 

- the total earnings the student will 
make this year at this and any other 
job, 

* savings accounts or other invest- 
ments that produce income, 

« scholarships that may be partially 
or fully taxable for the year, and 

« whether the student can be 
claimed as a dependent on someone 
else’s tax return. 

In general, a single student who can 
be claimed as a dependent by another 
person will owe no federal income tax 
if he or she:

ago. Because many students have 
part-time jobs, the practicality of this 
learning can be applied immediately. 
Many states now provide teachers 
with printed materials that supple- 
ment the federal part of the teacher’s 
resource package, and promote this 
IRS program to their educational com- 
munity. The UT program has been 
endorsed by the Joint Council on Eco- 
nomic Education (JCEE), the Agency 
for Instructional Technology (AIT), 
education and communication organi- 
zations of the 50 states and the District 
of Columbia, and the Department of 
Defense Dependents Schools. 

Sole proprietors and smali business 
owners usually need help getting 
started, and taxes are one of the 
important aspects of successful 
entrepreneurship.

Most states send representatives to 
present state issues. 

Tax professionals can learn about 
recent tax law changes at Practitioner 
Institutes. The institutes are spon- 
sored by qualified educational institu- 
tions, state and local governments, 
and professional and other non-profit 
organizations. 

In 1993, the electronic filing of fed- 
eral and state income tax returns is 
being tested by the IRS and 14 states. 
The IRS receives both the federal and 
state tax return information electroni- 
cally, then gives the state data to state 
tax authorities. Taxpayers will not 
have to send state tax returns sepa- 
rately. Those due refunds should get 
both federal and state refunds in 
about three weeks, rather than the six 
to eight weeks customary for paper 
returns. 

Other examples of joint collabora- 
tion include exchanging forms, publi- 
cations and personnel; publicizing IRS 
programs in state income tax pack- 
ages; and joint publicity and cam- 
paign efforts (such as the earned 
income credit and special help for 
those involved in Desert Storm).

total income, some part or all of which 
is unearned income; or 

« is under age 24 at the end of the 
calendar year and earns up to $3,600 
in wages, tips, taxable scholarships,

- is 24 or older at the end of the cal- 
endar year, has no unearned income,

The standard mileage rate takes the 
place of certain actual expenses of 
operating a car. For 1992, you can 
deduct 28 cents a mile for an unlimited

ed parking fees and tolls. 
You cannot use the stan- 
dard mileage rate if you, 
1) do not own the car, 2) 
use the car for hire, such 
as for a taxi, 3) operate 
two or more cars at the 
same time (as in fleet 
operations), or, 4) 

claimed a deduction 
for the car in an 
earlier year using 
ACRS or MACRS 
depreciation, a sec- 


and earns less than $2,300. 

A student who is 24 or older at the 
end of the calendar year and earned 
$2,300 or more usually cannot be 
claimed as a dependent on another 
person’s return. 

However, if this student earns
